Marketing is where the farm wo- 
men most often fall down, They may 
taise poultry or make butter, but if 
they cannot market their produce 
prontably the most of their work 
goes for nothing. In a new country 
like the west, it is long before staple 
prices and reliable markets get estab- 
lished; meantime selling and buying 
are rather haphazard and areal

Why Wheat Lodges 

From an Italian experiment sta- 
tion comes a report of investigation 
into the causes of lodging in wheat. 
A high percentage of water in the 
stalks indicates a liability to lodge. 
It comes from three causes: high 
content of nutritive salts in the soil, 
abundant moisture, and insufficient. 

The opposite holds good in the 
lack of a tendency to lodge, and so 
a prolonged drought in plants raised 
in poor soil and kept in full light, 
eliminates any lodging tendency. 

Fully manured plants were found 
to be subject to lodging, but if 
poorly irrigated—or in a dry season 


—there is little danger.

Ivory from North America 


That much ivory in the future may 
be derived from American clephants 
scems at a glance a searcely credible 
statement, but it is made thoroughly 
comprehensible by George F. Kinz 
in a recent work upon ivory. In pre- 
historic ages several species of enor- 
mous clephants ranged North Amer- 
ica and Siberia, which were then 
joined by a land bridge at Behring 
strait. In the far north the tusks ot 
of these great animals have been ell 
preserved by the cold and a= large 
wnount of valuable ivory has been 
uncarthed in the islands north of Si- 
beria. Alaska is a promising field for 
this sort of ptospecting, which bes 
comes more profitable as the supply 
of ivory from wild modern clephants 
decreases, 


Non-Partisan League 


Farmers of North Dakota Take 
Things in Their Own Hands 


Last summer the farmers of North 
Dakota, smarting under the wrongs 
inflicted by the two old political or- 
ganizations of that state, organizea 
the Farmers’ Non-Partisan League 
and conducted a vigorous campaign 
for the election of state officers and 
members of the legislature. The 
campaign was more sucecssful than 
even the farmers had reason to hope 
for, resulting in the election of a far- 
mer governor, a house of representsa- 
tives controlled by members pledged 
to the farmers’ platform, as well as 
23 out of 49 members of the senate. 
The program of the non-partisan lea- 
gue is an extensive one. It stands for 
stat! owned términal clevators, tlour 
mills, packing plants and cold stor- 
age warchouses. The governor, in 
his message, advocates the exemption 
of farm improvements from taxation, 
the establishment of state rural credit 
banks, state inspection of grain, min- 
imum wages for women, and other 
measures of a revolutionary charact- 
er. The impression prevails through 
the United States that if the farmers 
make good a similar movement will 
be inaugurated in other states. It is 
a great opportunity for accomplish- 
ing good, so let’s hope they succeed, }

U. S. Spy Hunters 


Five Hundred Thousand Men and 
Women Now Aiding the 
Secret Service 


Virtually the entire force of the 
United States government’s — civilian 
employees, approximately 500,00 men 
and women, has been summoned 
to aid the secret service in the detee- 
tion of spies. 
sought also active co-operation of the 
police and detective forces of every; 
town and city of consequence 
throughout the country. Letters re- 
questing such co-operation have been 
mailed broadcast by the Departinent 
of Justice, and replies pledging un- 
stinted aid are coming back in great 
numbers, 

But the largest single force which 
the government has enrolled for the 
hunting down of spics, is the army 
of postmasters. Under the postmas- 
ters are working the letter carriers 
in the cities and the rural free de- 
livery carriers in the country, a force 
all told, of about 300,000 men. 

Since the war began the allied gov- 
ernments have spent in the United 


States on munitions and raw material 
alone about $2,500,000,000—rather ov- 
er half being for munitions and rath- 
er under half for raw material.

Repatriated 


Figures of Immigration to Carf‘*a 
From the U. S. Given 


The Minister of the Interior gave 
Parliament some interesting immi- 
gration figures for the war years. In 
reply to « question he stated that the 
number of Canadians repatriated 
from the United States has been: In 
1913-14, 17,638. in 1914-15, 18,011; in 
1915-16, 11,084; in 1916-17, 10,246. 

The number of immigrants admit- 
ted into Canada during the fiscal 
year 1916-17 was 73,395; of these 8,- 
282 came from the United Kingdom, 
2,935 from the continent of Europe, 
and 61,389 from the United States. 
Immigrants deported numbered 605,- 
and 17,988 were refused at the inter- 
national boundary lines, while 172 
were turned back at seaports.

But let the organization 
break down or become weak and in- 
effectual, and the farmers would 
soon find themselves in the same 
position as those of the districts 
mentioned—when the mill shut down 
and the creamery ceased to operate.

2. Wild 
This act

3. Succession Duties Act, 1914. This 
act provides that where an estate 
goes to a neat relative of the de- 
ceased owner resident in the prov- 
ince there is no tax. If the relatives 
are non-residents they must pay a 
tax of one per cent on over $2,000 
If the relationship is distant the rate 
is five per cent, and if there is no 


relationship, then ten per cent of 
the estate goes to the government 
This is a just and fair method of 


taxation, and credit should be given 
the provincial treasurer for the well 
prepared and ably administered act 


4. Patriotic Contribution Act. This 
act levies a patriotic contribution on 
all salaries, wages, fees or other 
forms of renumeration payable to 
any person for services rendered to 
the province, or by reason of employ- 
ment as a civil servant of five per 
cent on all monthly payments up to 
$125.00, and ten per cent on all 
monthly payments over that amount. 
This tax has been deducted monthly 
since October Ist, 1914, and amounts 
to about $9,000 per month, or about 
twenty-five per cent of the total 
amount contributed by the province 
Every member of the government, 
every official and every employee 
pays, and though the increased cost 
of living makes self denial necessary 
in many families, the first complaint 
is yet to be recorded. 


5. The Married Women's Home 
Protection Act, 1915. This act pro- 
vides that a married woman may 


protect her home from sale, lease or 
mortgage by filing in the Land 
Titles Office a caveat forbidding 
same, which filing can be done free 
of charge or fee.’ 

6. The Volunteer and Reservists’ 
Relief Act, 1916. This act provides 
that no action o rproceeding, judicial 
or extra-judicial, shall be taken 
against any volunteer or reservist, or 
against his wife, or any dependent 
member of his family for any debt 
incurred before the passing of the 
act until one year after the close of 
the war. While the interpretation 
of the act has been wider perhaps 
than intended, there is no doubt but 
that it has been of gredt use in pre- 
venting hardships and undue pres- 
sure upon our soldiers and those de- 
pendent upon them. 

7. The Alberta Election Act, 1916. 
An amendment to this act provides 
that electors, male and female, mem 
bers of the active military or naval 
forces raised for service in the pre- 
sent war and who are quartered 
elsewhere in the province than in 
the electoral division in which he or 
she is entitled to vote, may, never- 
theless, vote where they are quarter- 
ed, and thus will not have to go to 
the trouble and expense of returning 
to their home polls. 

&. The Drainage Act, 1916. This 
act makes provision for carrying out 
large drainage schemes on the peti- 
tion of two-thirds of the resident 
owners, raising the money by sale of 
debentures and re-paying the cost 
in proportion to the benefit derived 


Several schemes involving large 
are are now being prosecuted under 
the act and there is no doubt but 


that many others will follow. 

9. The Women's Institute Act, 1916 
This act provides that any eight wo 
men may make application to the 
Minister of Agriculture to be orga 
nized into a Women's Institute for 
the improvement of social condition# 
in the community by means of: 

(1) The study of home economics, 
child welfare, prevention of disease 
and industrial conditions; 

(2) Establishing the Women’s In- 
stitute as a social and educational 
centre in the community and by uti 
lizing it as a means of welcoming 
new settlers; 

(3) The encouragement of agricul- 
ture and agricultural conditions. 

(4) The holding of demonstrations, 
lectures, short course schools, com 
petitions, meetings, conventions and 
such other utilities and attractions 
as may be deemed useful for the pro 
motion of objects of the institute. 

Full provision is made for the elec- 
tion of officers, the holding of meet- 
ings, the adoption of by-laws, the 
owning and dealing with property, 
for an annual provincial convention 
and for a provincial advisory board 
Community development is the key 
to national unity and this act gdves 
the women of Alberta am oppor- 
tunity to use their influence in mak- 
ing rural life more attractive. 

10. Amendment to the Marriage 
Ordinance, 1916. This amendment 
provides that where one or both 
parties to an intended marriage are 
under twenty-one years of age, the 
written consent of the parents or 
guardian must be deposited with the 
fssuer of Matfage Licenses before 
license can issue, or with the minis- 
ter before the ceremony can be per- 
formed. 

11. Land Titles Act, 1916 The 
amendment provides that land under 
mortgage or encumbrance must ‘be 
sold first, after which the parties 
liable may be sued for any balance 
lue. This very just amendment has 
saved a good many men from having 
judgments against them, tying 
up all their property and thus pre 
venting them from being able to 
meet claims of any kind agains 
them 

12. The Children’s

1. The Extra-Judicial and Other 
Seizures Act, 1914. This act provides 
that every distress or seizure, except 
in certain cases such as taxes, shall be 
made by a Sheriff's Officer only and

14. Lien Notes and Hire Receipts, 
1916. This amendment compels hold

This is a very im 
portant amendment and = prevents 
careless handling of dangerous 
drugs. 

16. Devolution of Estates Act, 1916. 
This amendment provides that where 
a man dies without a will leaving a 
widow and one child, that one-half 
of the estate shall go to each, in 
stead of one-third to the widow and 
{wo-thirds to the child as formerly 
Also, that if the parents of a enild 
born out of wedlock afterwards 
marry, the child shall be deemed the 
legitimate child of such parents. The 
justice of this provision cannot but 
appeal to all right-minded electors. 


17. Life Insurance Beneficiaries 
Act, 1916: This act provides that 
where a man insures his life with 


the insurance payable to his wife or 
child or grandchild or mother, he 


cannot afterwards change the in 
surance to anyone outside of one of 
these without the consent of the 


party interested. This is a good pro- 


tection to the near relatives of the 
insured. 
18. The Equal Suffrage Statutory 


Law Amendment, 1916. This act pro 
vides for woman suffrage as follows: 
‘Notwithstanding any provisions 
therein contained, women shall be on 
an absolute equality with and have 
the same rights and privileges and 
be subject to the same penalties and 
disabilities as men in the following 
acts, ordinances and charters.” Then 
follows a list of all the provincial 
acts in which provision is made for 
the exercise of the franchise, and 
women are placed on an equality 
with men, both as regards the right 
to vote and eligibility for any office 
filled by election or by appointment 
in provincial and municipal affairs, 
from members of the legislature to 
secretary-treasurer of a school dis 
trict. The Alberta government leads 
in placing the women citizens on an 
absolute equality with the men 

19. The Corporations Taxation Act, 
1916. The amendment provides that 
the Alberta Farmers’ Co-Operatve 
Elevator Company shall be specially 
exempt from the annual tax of 
twenty cents on each $1,000 of the 
capital stock of joint stock compan 
ies. The capital stock of the Ele 
vator Company is $1,000,000 so this 
exemption means a saving to the 
Company of $200.00 per annum, 

20. The Motor Vehicle Act. 
Order-in-Council under the 
sions of this Act the annual 
registration of motor vehicles after 
January Ist, 1916, is fifty cents per 
horse power or fraction thereof. This 
provision permits the owners of light 
serviceable autos to pay a smaller 
fee than that paid by owners 
of powerful luxurious cars, which 
is a true principle of taxation.

subject of interest rates. The usual 
rate to farmers in this district is 8 
per cent. The United States Comp- 
troller of Currency reported in 1915 
that 2,743 National Banks in forty- 
two states were charging 10 per cent 
or more on some of their loans; and 
1,022 National Banks in twenty-five 
states were charging all the way 
from 10 to 18 per cent or more on all 
of their loans. In Mr. Leedy’s own 
state of Kansas, 2] National Banks 
were charging 12 per cent on some 
of their loans. This report does not 
deal with State Banks which would, 
no doubt, be charging a higher rate 
than the National Banks. There is 
one small local bank in Saskatche- 
The Weyburn Security Bank, 
up @apital of $315.4600. 
This bank was started by six wealthy 
Americans who had large business 
interests in the Weyburn district, 
while the general manager has had 
a wide banking experience in Wis- 
consin and Dakota. This bank grades

its interest rates according to the 
class of its customers. Some loans 


are made at 7 per cent, but the ma- 
jority draw & per cent. The custo- 
mer who gets his money at 8 per cent 
must be a depositor, and must show 
promise of becoming a first-class cus- 
tomer later on.

newals. The Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce has carried many a farmer 
over from year to year in this dis- 
trict at a 9 per cent rate.

Mr. Leedy said 
that the elevators in Granum were 
filled with wheat this winter which 
the farmers were forced to sell, and 
j that if they had been able to hold 
this wheat they would have made $] 
a bushel on it. As the politicians 
have it, I can say, without fear of 
successful contradiction, that not one 
farmer at Granum was forced to sell 
his wheat by the banks last fall. I 
have loaned thousands of dollars 
since last fall to farmers, many of 
whom were present at Mr. Leedy’s 
| Meeting, to enable them to hold their 
grain, and the rate of interest was 
not 12 per cent or 10 per cent but 
only 7. 

| Would the farmers in this district
